There will be no less than 10,- 
000 acres more beans planted in 
Orange county this year than were 
In Luana last year. The total acre­ 
age will be not less than 65,000, 
including limas and blackeyes. 
Planters have been busy for a 
week past on the limas, and this 
week will see a big share of acre­ 
age planted. 


Last yeer the acreage was estimated 
at 55,000. 
All over the county there 
has been an increase in planting areas. 
On the Irvine ranch the total will be 
25.000, and on the Mou’ton, O’Neil, 
W hiting and other 
ranches 
to 
the 
south of the Irvine ranch there will be 
a total ot probably 8,500 acre.; this 
year. 
In the southwestern 
part 
of 
the 
county, bean planting will account for 
practically all of the land that was 
planted to sugar beets last year but 
which did not go to beets this year. 
Planting between 
fruit 
and 
nut 
trees is heavier this year than last 
year. 
W ith the high prices in sight 
for the new crop of beans, many fruit 
growers are turning every available 
space to beans. 
Small patches here 
and thpre are to be found even in the 
sections devoted almost exclusively to 
oranges and lemons. 
W herever there 
are small trees, it lias become almost 
an Invariable rule that lima beans are 
planted. Wherever these beans can be 
reached with irrigation 
water, 
big 
yields are certain. 
Ranchers in Hie dry farming section 
do not want rain. The time when rain 
would have been welcomed 
by 
the 
bean growers has gone by. 
Two or 
three weeks ago a half inch of rain 
; would have been hailed with joy. Now 
a rain would give trouble to the bean 
men who have their ground 
in 
good 
condition. 
They would have to work 
their ground 
all 
over 
again 
and 
planting would be delayed. 
W hile there is a good deal of barley 
that would be benefitted by rain, there 
is a lot that would be harmed. Some 
hay has been cut, and a lot of it is so 
high that a rain would cause damage.

Coroner Win- 
bigler was notified about IO o’clock 
last night and this morning held an 
inquest at the undertaking parlors 
of Backs & Terry in Anaheim. 
The 
testimony introduced was substantial­ 
ly the same as has been published 
from time to time in giving details of 
the shooting of Young by Elliott. 
Young was a blacksmith of La 
Habra and was one of a party of 
patriots of that community who went 
to Eliott’s room in the W estern build­ 
ing on the night of April IO with the 
alleged intention of forcing him to 
kiss the flag. 
It is reported that he 
had refused to buy bonds and made 
disloyal remarks. 
Young had periods of consciousness 
up to a short time before his death 
and fully realized his condition.

was as to how his wife and children 
were.

Hershel Frye, Santa Ana boy who 
is no* in France, being a sergeant in 
Company D* 41st Engineers, has been 
on the move since getting on tile oth­ 
er side, and advises his mother here 
in a letter written on March 29, that 
he at that time 
had 
reached 
an 
American camp for the first time, aft­ 
er traveling from place to place, His 
mother is Mrs. Helen Frye, who re­ 
sides at 002 North Parton. 
“We are now in Southern France, 
about sixty miles south of one of the 
largest cities in France,” he writes. 
“We have a swell camping place in 
a pine forest. 
I should judge we are 
about 501) miles from the front, po 
there Jsn’t much danger of us being 
bothered by shrapnel or anything like 
that. 
I am very wen satisfied here. 
The weather is warm and very similar 
to Southern California. 
We are only 
a few miles from the ocean, and a 
gang of us will hike down there Sun­ 
day and take a real dip in the surf. 
“They sure are mowing down 
a 
bunch of timber here. One 
of 
the 
chief products here is sap from. the 
pine trees for turpentine. 
On every 
tree one sees a little cup hanging so 
as to catch the sap, which oozes out 
whenever and wherever a 
tree 
is 
chopped a little. 
I guess this is one 
of the ways the French make their 
living. 
“We have an awful time trying to 
talk to the French people. 
Our talk 
is mostly with our hands, although we 
have picked up a little of their lingo. 
The people here are deucedly odd, I 
think, but they all seem 
to 
he 
so 
friendly toward us. 
We get all our 
laundry work and mending done very 
cheaply by the French women. 
"This is the first American camp 
we have landed in since coming across 
and it sure seemed good to eat Amer­ 
ican cooking again. 
We get plenty 
to eat and our quarters are about the 
same as they are at Camp Kearny. 
We have board floors for our tents. 
“We have a Y. M. C. A. here aud 
they furnish us with quite a lot of

West Orange Man Gets Inter­ 
esting Letter From Son, 
Sergt. Morris 


In a letter received by his father, 
Oliver M. Morris of West Orange, Sot, 
geunt Virgil Mon is, who is now

service in Fiance, tells many inter­ 
est tug incidents of 
his 
experiences 
“over there." 
His regiment recently took a two- 
day join ney of several hundred miles 
to take up intensive training at h new 
locality. 
He says that 
everywhere 
the people cheered 
them, 
greeted 
them, and gave them 
refreshments. 
His regiment is now occupying an old 
rustic fort once used by Napoleon as 
headquarters in one of his campaigns 
and the life there is very Interesting. 
An extract from his letter reads: 
“We are not so tar from the baltic 
front us you might suppose, and of 
nights we can hear the ]>ounding of 
the big guns. .Sounds real war-like, 
believe me. 
Not far distant we have 
‘sweet music’ throughout the day as 
the Frenchmen test out their artillery 
field pieces, which sounds like a real 
horn bard meat. Aud aeroplanes! Well, 
they are about as thick as English 
sparrows are back home. (The writer 
refers to Columbus, Ind., where he 
formerly lived.) There are scores of 
them in the air all 
the 
time. 
Saw 
about 150 the first day I was here. 
Air raids take place quite frequently 
in this locality aud we already have 
had instructions and drill about what 
to do when ‘Fritz’ comes air raiding. 
As yet we have experienced none.” 
Further en he writes: 
“W’hile we 
were stopped iu a tqwn on our way 
here, a French hospital train came 
through aud stopped a few minutes. 
It was a vivid realization of real war, 
and I will never forget the scene. A 
trainload fresh from the front, picked 
up on the battlefield only thirty-six 
hotys before, said they bad made a 
thrust In the German lines, and had 
been victorious. 
They were a cheer­ 
ful lot, even though they were shot 
aud butchered up. My heart went out 
in sympathy to those poor French 
soldiers. 
The people of France are 
very grateful to 
us, 
and 
declare 
America has saved the day for them." 
Sergeant Morris says th at th# boys 
are happy and get American papers 
every day with the latest news, as 
several large United 
States 
papers 
have established branch presses 
in 
Paris and enjoy a 
wide 
circulation^ 
among the United States boys.

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BEAN PLANTING TIME 


This is bean planting time in Orange county. 
Bean 
planting may not arouse as much sentiment as was 
aroused in the heart of the author of that tuneful song 
in which apple blossom time in Normandy is musically 
eulogized, but certainly bean planting time is a period 
that portends merry smiles at the deposit windows of 
our local banks. 
The romance of the lima bean may ring somewhat 
of kettles and soup, but nevertheless it is a romance that 
may be recounted fondly by people of Orange county. 
Just as the mighty oak from the tiny acorn comes, so 
has grown the industry that is worth millions of dollars 
to us. As years have gone by, lima beans have crowded 
hay and grain to the foothills, and in many places the 
foothills are passing up the old-time favorites for the 
lordly lima and tenacious 
blackeye. 
Within 
a 
few 
weeks, the San Joaquin ranch, between Tustin and El 
Toro, will be a sea of green. Between the rows of young 
orange, lemon and walnut trees throughout the county, 
bushes will be doing their best to help lick the kaiser. 
Out toward Huntington Beach and throughout the low­ 
lands the beans as a crop have gained greatly in pop­ 
ularity, and the acreage in this section this year has 
pever been equalled in any previous year. 
If one must have figures, let it be said that the 
bean planting period will end with no less than Ga,OOO 
acres of beans planted in this county, and if weather 
conditions are favorable our production will be fully 
750,000 bags of beans. 
Beans are worth money. 
Last year’s record prices 
may be equalled again this year, but, whatever the price, 
it is a matter of great pride with all of us that we are do­ 
ing this bean planting for our country as well as for 
ourselves individually. 
It behooves the farmer to plant 
every bean he can this year, 
lf he can squeeze in an 
extra row next to the road, let it be done for the sake 
of oqr soldiers, 
lf he can crowd a few more vines be­ 
tween his tree rows, let that be done as a slug at the 
kaiser. 
The man who has a vacant lot planted to 
potatoes can plant limas between the rows of spuds, anil 
by the time the potatoes are dug, if he is careful, the 
beans will be up and coming. 
We have always felt a pardonable pride in the fact 
Ala* our cosat counties here in Southern California, with 
Madagascar, hold the distinction of being the only places 
in the world where lima beans can be grown commer­ 
cially. 
This year something more than mere pride of 
climate and mere pride of soil marks our bean planting. 
With it goes our joy and our satisfaction that from our 
planting will come a war product—something that will be 
im ! to feed soldiers. 
So it is bean planting time in Orange county. While 
we are enjoying an abundant bloom of wonderful roses, 
While the Gold of Ophir is proclaiming its richness, while 
the curbs are crowded with golden poppy, we glory in 
the sight of planters crossing fields that for months have 
undergone a course of preparation for this very day.

A HEALTHY ARMY 


Heretofore the Japanese army has held the world 
record foY health. 
Now Surgeon General Gorgas reports 
that the United States army has beaten the Japanese 
I'eeord in folding down the percentage of disease among 
its troops. 
“The health and sanitary conditions in the Ameri­ 
can camps,” he says, "and among the men called to active 
service, is satisfactory.” From a man of General Gorgas’ 
high standards, that modest-sounding statement is really 
superlative. 
“Personal disease among men in the army 
is about the same as in civil life. 
We are doing better 
than the armies of Europe.” 
And he claims no special 
credit for that. 
"We ought to do better, because we 
have their ftcord and experience to guide us.” 
This statem ent should set at rest the minds of any 
civilians who are worrying about the health conditions 
to which their relatives and friends in the army are ex­ 
posed. 
The boys are at least as well off there as they 
would be at home. 
And nobody has to rely altogether 
on the official reports. Just look at the soldiers as they 
come back home on furloughs. 
Did they ever look so 
well in their lives?

GERMANY AND THE WORKINGMAN 


To Ralph M. Hasley, chairman of the executive 
council of the National Civic Federation, Americans are 
indebted for an expose of a great German hoax. 
The 
delusion that Germany, whatever its faults, was ever 
a “workingman’s paradise.” is completely and conclusive­ 
ly punctured. 
Industrial Germany is shown in its true 
light—as a land of iii paid, overworked and badly housed 
toilers. 
In March, 1914, the average daily wages of men in 
various German industries were as follows: 
Metal in 
dustry, $1.32; 
engineering industry, $1.28; 
electrical 
industry, $1.24; stoneworking and pottery, $1.07; food, 
drink and tobacco, $1.36; leather and rubber, $1.20. 
Krupp workers at Essen earned $1.27 a day. 
Engineers 
and conductors on the state railways were paid 70 cents 
a day. 
Hard coal miners in the last year reported averaged 
$334 a yety; soft coal miners, $297 a year; copper miners, 
$£71 a year; iron miners, $266 a year. 
' 
The German Imperial Statistical Office in 1908 re­ 
ported that the necessary living expenses of an average 
.family were $531.70, while the actual income of a skilled 
workman was only $373 and of an unskilled workman 
$310. 
How did they live, then? 
Well, the women worked 
In 1913 it was reported that one-third of the economic 
labor of the German empire was performed by women, 
and that one woman out of every two earned her own 
living. Women working in the industries for which men’s 
daily wages have been given above were paid less than 
half those wages for similar work. Thus a woman metal 
worker received 49 cents a day, a woman chemical 
worker 57 cents a day, etc. 


Children, too, t>y the hundreds of thousands. 
They 
ware naturally pajd much less. 
And everybody worked 
torahaoi»s A to Bl per cent longer than those in England 
J34 per.j^enj^ Umger than those in America. 
.bow about those “model homes” for workmen’s 
Canetltectfcat we have heard so much about? The Berlin 
cenau| of 1906 showed that over 96 per cent of the city’s 
population lived in rented dwellings, mostly tenements 
of the barrack sort. It has been stated on good authority 
that 
per cent of the families in Berlin live in one room 
The typical “dwelling" for workers is a two-room flat 
accommodating a family of four to six people, and lodgers 
besides^

Similar conditions exist in other big German cities 
"IDT I>»a»eldorf. so much praised by magazine writers for 
its picturesque workingmen’s houses, one-fourth of the 
workers in 1910 lived in one and two room flats. 
An 
effort was made in 1913 to get a housing reform bill 
through the Prussian legislature. The bill set forth the 
deplorable conditions existing, even in “model” districts 
tittie front* concealed gloom, foulness, lack of light and 
air and space, absence of baths and heat.

The pen may or may not be greater than the sword. 
That depends upon tue and the user.

Richelieu the proverb only applied when the pen was in 
the hand of the truly great.

Has anything disclosed the German mind more 
completely? 
Has anything done more to fix the resolu­ 
tion of the enemies of Germany than that careless 
phrase? 
We intend that they shall not be permitted to 
regard treaties to which they are pledged merely as 
scraps of paper. 
By no means. 
Again, has any single contribution to the world war 
efforts by any single man equalled the words of that 
maker of telling and unforgettable phrases—par excel­ 
lence—president Wilson? 
When he speaks the world 
listens and its better part heeds and approves. 
He has 
contributed the equivalent of great and successful batties 
by his ringing words, and some of them are as immortal 
as the w’ords of Lincoln, or Luther, or Shakespeare, or 
Paul. 
Nevertheless it is impossible to speak too much and 
to lose sight of action in talk. 
I do not think we have 
approached that point yet. 
Indeed, when the history of 
what the United States has accomplished in its first year 
of war is known we shall be surprised as well as de­ 
lighted at the amount. There is still room for talk, there­ 
fore, and it is my opinion that the more we talk about 
the issues of the day, the more we discuss our problems, 
the more we seek to encourage each other with speech, 
in this instance more golden than silence, the better off 
we shall be and the more we shall achieve. 
Don’t dis­ 
dain speaking, it is still a power. And I comfort myself 
in this conclusion because age and an infirmity restrict 
me to paying, and praying and talking. 
Talk on. my friends, lf you do it the right way you 
will help greatly. But if you can also act, by all means 
act first and talk afterwards
